Youtsey, all of whom huve madf 
confessions to tho officials ii 
charge of the prosecution. The 
story was concisely told. Many 
of the details were untold, for the 
reason they are closely guarded, 
aud their premature publication 
might defeat the ends of justice. 
YoutBey made his confession on 
the day of his arrest, although it 
was at the time deuied that he 
bad done so. Ou laet Thursday 
YoutBey's attorneys aud friends 
proposed that he should turn 
State's evidence, but the attorneys 
of the prosecution declined to 
make such an agreement, believ- 
ing that they had evi dence enough 
without Youtsey's. The man who 
is believed by the prosecution to 
have tired the shot is Jim Howard, 
of Clay county. Youtsey furnish- 
ed the ritle that was used and pro- 
cured cartridges with steel bullets 
just before the assassination.
